The men went out at midnight Sat- 
urday, refusing to accept a flat wage 
cut of 8 cents an hour:.

LONDON, May 1.—The British dele 
gates today at the meeting of the 
allied supreme council secured French 
agreement to their plea for delay of 
the occupation of the Ruhr basin to 
compel Gérmany to carry out the 
reparations clauses of the Versailles 
treaty, and also adoption of the British 
policy of issuing an ultimatum with 
a time limit which would allow Ger- 
many to decide upon the course she 
will follow. 

What the Allies Plan to Do, 

No definite agreement was reached, 
but the outlines of the plan were 
agreed upon in principle as follows: 


First—The committee of experts will 
complete the work of preparing modall- 


000,000,000 gold marks, as fixed by the 
reparations commission, which will 
then be forwarded to Berlin. 

Second—France will make immediate 
preparations for military action; in- 
cluding occupation of the Ruhr district, 
if Germany defaults. 


Berlin to Get Ultimatum, 


Third—An ultimatum will be pre- 
sented to Germany demanding com- 
pliance at the end of a term of from 
ten to fourteen days, At the end of 
this time French troops will move into 
Germany if the ultimatum is refused. 

This extension of time mapks a con- 
cession by Premier Briand to Prime 
Minister Lloyd George, who in return 
has promised British naval codperation 
if required. Nothing has been said, 
however, of the use of British troops, 
which in the present state of British 
public feeling would be very difficult 
to execute. ? 

The supreme council held two meet- 
ings today, but the experts were not 
ready with their report on methods of 
payment and the couneil adjourned 
until tomorrow morning.

to a maximum combined normal tax 
and surtax of 40 per cent for the tax- 
able year 1921, and of about 33 per 
cent thereafter, with a view to pro 
ducing aggregate revenues substantial- 
ly equivalent to the estimated receipts 
from the income tax under existing 


law. 

Can’t Collect Surtax. 
“This readjustment is recommended 
‘not because it will relieve the rich, but 
because the higher surtax rates have 
already passed the collection point. 
The higher rates constitute a bar to 
transactions involving turnovers of 
securities and property, which, with 
lower surtax rates, would be accom- 
plished and thus yield substantial new 
revenue to the government. 
“The total net income subject to the 
higher rates is rapidly dwindling, and 
funds which otherwise would be in- 
vested in productive enterprise are 
being driven into fields which do not 
yield taxable income. The total esti- 
mated revenue from the surtaxes under 
existing law is about $500,000,000 for 
the taxable year 1921. The estimated 
yleld for the year from the surtax rates 
above 32 per cent,would be about $100,-

/ -In the above unmistakable terms, 
one of England’s foremost authorities 
on the far eastern question declared 
that events in the orient were causing 
the British empire no little concern, 
and that efforts on the part of the 
United States to nullify Japanese con- 
cessiong in China, won during the war 
and at Versailles, were being regarded 
with more than sympathetic interest. 

“England realizes as well as America 
that trade interests in China are seri- 
ously threatened by Japan’s present 
policy,” the official said. “ At the pres- 
ent time Great Britain is hopelessly 
enmeshed in European and near east- 
ern politics.

TAXPAYERS MAY 
LEARN HOW MUCH 
CITY HALL SEEKS

That Is, if They Can Make 
City Lobbyists Tell. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
Among the requests of tax expending 
bodies for more revenue which the 


taxpayers will encounter in Spring- 
field Tuesday is that of the Chicago 
city hall. Its official plea, prepared by 
Ald. Lyle, reads: 

“ Resolved that the city council of 
the city of Chicago recommends to the 
general assembly of the state of Illi- 
nois the passage of such legislation as 
will enable the city of Chicago to pass 
an appropriation ordinance for the 
year 1921-on the same basis as the ap- 


city council for the year 1920.” 

The city council last year passed a 
budget which authorized the ex- 
penditure of $5,500,000 to $6,500,000 
more than the income of the city, and 
the authorization was used, the money 
spent, and debts incurred, to pay which 
the voters authorized a bond issue Feb. 
22 last. The glaring feature of the 
basis of last year's budget was the ap- 
propriation of more money than the 
city received. It is assumed that the 
council is now asking for “the same 
basis” for 1921, but why shouldn't 
the council say so? Why shouldn't 
the council tell the legislature exactly 
how much money the city wants to ap- 
propriate and give its formal\promise 
that it will not appropriate mote? 


Means $6,483,881 Added Taxes. 


It has been represented to the al- 
dermen that the city’s corporate fund 
spent $37,366,518.49 last year. City 
Controller Harding has officially esti- 
mated that this year’s corporate in- 
come will be $30,882,637.41. If the coun- 
cil wants the difference, $6,483,881, in 
added revenue, w not ask the legis- 
lature for that amount?. 

But if it is given, what assurance 
has the public that the council will not 
authorize the expenditure of $44,379,341 
—which the resolution of Ald. Wood- 
hull says represents the “ needs of the 
corporate activities for 1921” as de- 


‘termined by the council finance com- 


mittee—instead of $37,366,518? His 
resolution says the figure of $44,379,341 
came “after most exhaustive and de- 
tailed investigation ” and does not take 
into account requests for salary in- 
creases totaling about $6,000,000. This 
plea asked the legislature for laws to 
bring the citys’ corporate revenue to 
$29,000,000 “in addition to miscella- 
neous revenue now available.” That 
was plain. 
Pigeonhole Definite Statement. 

But his resolution was sidetracked 

in the finance committee for one of- 


fered by Ald. Schwartz, reading as fol- 
lows: 

“ Resolved, That the legislature be, 
requested to grant to the city of Chi- 
cago complete home rule tn the matter 
of taxation and power to license, tax, 
and regulate businesses and vocations, 
and that the city council be required to 
pass its appropriation bill according 
to law and certify @ rate sufficient to 
produce revenue to meet the same.” 

That is definite.» It would empower 
the city to appropriate whatever it de- 
sires and then levy a tax to pay all 
sums which it authorized spent. The 
finance committee approved_of it. But 
the city council pigeonholed that: plea 
is favor of the one submitted by Ald, 
Lyle. 

Try to Aveid Askinz Boost. 

Even among those who voted for the 
Lylesresolution there was a strong de- 
sire to avoid asking the legislature for 
an increase in tax rate or taxes. 
Thirty-five voted for the Lyle request 
and 22 against it. In supporting a re- 
quest for more revenue, Mayor Thomp- 
son said to the city council; “There 
are now pending in the general as- 
sembly of Illinois proposals to extend 
temporary relief to the city of Chicago 
and thus allow fhe city to continue its 
municipal activities on the basis of 
last year.” 

He did not designate to what propos 
als he referred. However two bills to 
increase the city’s tax rate have been 
presented to the legisiature. One raises 
the pregent rate from’ $1.433 to $2.15 
and another to $1.85. This latter rate 
would increase the municipal tax ex- 
tensions about $6,800,000, and after the 
costs and losses of collection are de- 
ducted would net the city probably $6,- 
500,000. But if that is the amount of

The city’s lobbyist 
might be asked by the taxpayers to 
explain explicitly and concisely wheth- 
er the city desires a tax rate increase; 
and, if so, how much, but if not, what 


‘the city really does want and why. 


After obtaining some satisfying in- 
formation on those teatures of the ques 
tion, the taxpayers might further ask 
whether the present city law depart- 
ment, headed by Senator Ettelson, has 
given any oral or written opinion tell 
ing the finance committee whether it 
has the power to appropriate more 
money than the estimated revenue of 
the city. 

If the city’s lobbyist is not present, 
the taxpayers might ask Speaker Dahl- 
berg for the information, as he is an 
assistant corporation counsel. Indeed, 
this state taxpayers’ meeting in Spring- 
fieid could be made really interesting 
—und perhaps instructive.

on their college teams. 2 

_ Director Jones was reticent about 
saying anything regarding present day 
Big Ten players making money in the 
summer by playing baseball. Whether 
he knows most of them play with paid 
teams in the off season is not known. 
but he certainly must have an inkling 
such is the case. 

“Our amateur rules should be en- 
‘foreed,” Director Jones said. “I can 
‘see no good reason why the gate should 
be opened. We have worked along 
under the present rule covering sum- 
mer baseball and while it is not accept- 
able. to all, it is in the code and as 
such should be lived up to.” 


Lohman Favors Change. 


Guy Lohman, coach of the Badger’ 
_ baseball team, takes just the opposite 
_ view from the director. Coach Lohman 


asserted the advisability of permitting 
summer baseball has been agitated for 
twenty years, but nothing has ever 
come of it. | | 
¢ “I cannot see any harm in permit- 
ting the playing of summer baseball by 
college players,” Coach Lohman said. 
“ They are going to do it in spite of the 
rule, just as they have in the past and 
will this summer. The man who likes 
to play -baseball is going to engage in 
the sport wherever it is played. 

“If he lives in some small.town, he is 
not goitfg to overlook any opportunity 
to play ball in the vacation period. If 
he plays on his town team and does 
not take any money for his services, he 
is a professional if admission is charged 
at the gate. Baseball is too big an in- 
stitution to be curbed. The player 
naturally likes to agfvance in the game 
the same asin his college work and I 
can sée no real harm in permitting our 
college men to play in the summer for 
money.” 

Four Now Favor Change. 


Of the six athletic directors inter- 
viewed on the advisability of permitting 
the playing of Summer baseball by col- 
lege men, four are in favor of chang- 
ing the rule, while two are opposed. 

George Huff of Illinois, Dana Evans 
Howard Jones of 
Iowa and Nelson Kellogg of Purdue 
are strongly in favor of changing the 
present rule, while L. W. St. John of 
Ohio State and Tom Jones of Wiscon- 
sin favor enforcement of thé present 
ruling. ; 

Aside from athletic directors of Big 
Ten institutions, athletics heads at 
other institutions such as Knute 
Rockne of Notre Dame, Fred Luehring 
of Nebraska, Charles Mayger of Ames, 
Z%. Clevenger of Missouri, got to men- 
tion a number of athletic directors of 
minor colleges, are strongly in favor 
of giving permission to their men to 
play baseball for money in the summer.

and too little to the cash trade, 
@hich is the real basis for -speculative 
pusiness. This is the view taken by 
one of the most active men in the 
trade, who heads one of the 
heaviest receiving businesses from 
eguntry shippers and also has a large 
gpesulative clientele. | 
“top and think of the magnitude of 
the cash grain business, which puts the 
gpeculative trade in the shade,” he says. 

Referring to his own business afd to 
that of others, he calls attention to the 
huge volume of actual grain handled. 

tn 1920 Chicago received 207,000,000 bu, 
while in 1916 the aggregate arrivals were 
978,791,000 bu, or. about the high point. 
ae this grain changed hands twice at 

¢ it meant the handiing of 757,582,000 
bu in a year, and this was done on a 
email margin of profit. Financing of so 
huge a quantity of grain was carried on 
eithout any trouble, as warehouse re- 
ceipts under the present system of mar- 
get operations are considered better than 
even government bonds for borrowing at 
the banks, being more liquid. 

“When one stops to consider the mag- 
nitude of the grain trade and the money 
involved,” says the grain man, “all of 
which is handled on the word of the 
borer or seller, one begins to realize 


‘ehat it would mean to disturb such a 


garketing system through hostile legisla- 
tion without having a long tried substi- 
tute, which does not exist. It is well for 
those who wish tosoverthrow the grain 
markets to think of the immensity of 
their undertaking and the trouble that 


#ill ensue from such actions.”’ 


Pay $535,000 In a Day. 
“Few people give enough thought 
the cash end of the grain business and 
what it really means.” .This is the way 
ene commission man put it. “ Taking 
eer own business as an example, we

‘pave paid out as high as $535,000 a day 


eg bills of lading and drafts on grain 
shipped from the country and disposed of 
within a few hours after arrival. There 
are frequently drafts on 100 cars of grain 
a day on one commission house.
